ceninthe Kings name andfcaled with the- 
Kings ring, Which kind of mandates vere 
held as irxcuocable as lavyes, by the Medes 
and Perfrans. They were dcliuered to the 
Poſts or Curriers, and bythem torhego- 
ucrnours of theſeurrall Pronince-, and” atter 
this Haman was fo familiar with the King, as 
they rwo were ſeene drinking handrohand.
